The Maine was escorted by

As tho biK battleship was warped 


into the dork the "jackies" on board 
and those stntlniiod in the yard gave 
vent to prolonged cheers. 


A Most Spectacular Voyage. 


The battleship Maine on swinging 


to anchor at the Portsmouth navy 
yard today ended, together with the 
battleship Alabama, which is expect- 
ed to arrive at the New York navy 
yard tomorrow, the most spectacular 
around-the-world cruise ever made by 
a first class modern warship. 


During the voyage, which was start- 


ed from Hampton Roads and which 
consumed 308 days, the two vessels 
covered about 35,000 miles.

upon the 
recommendation of Real 


Admiral Evans and organized into a 
special service squadron under com- 
mand of Captain Giles B. Harber, 
commanding the Maine. Their,placei 
in the fleet were supplied by the bat- 
tleships Wisconsin and Nebraska. 


The detachment of the Alabamt 


and the Maine from the combined 
fleet were due in the case of the Ala 
bania to her inferior engines and In 
the case of the Maine to her limited 
steaming capacity. The steaming ra 
dins of the Maine without re-coaling, 
is limited to 3,700 miles. 
The en 


gines of the Alabama, it is said, 
proved unequal to those of the othei 
battleships.

FIGHTING GRASS FIRES. 


The Wabash recently installed an 


electric power plant at Moberly shops. 
designed to run the foundry, washout 
plant, turntable, coal elevator and 
pumping plant, all of which are lo- 
cated at some distance from the main 
shops and were equipped with separ- 
ate steam boilers and engines also to 
furnish light for the shops, freight 
and passenger depots and division of- 
fices. 


The pumping plant has some en- 


tirely new features. Being located at 
a reservoir more than a mile from 
the shops, an electric pump with a 
capacity of 500,000 gallons per day 
was installed with an automatic stop- 
ping and starting arrangement con- 
nected with the tank at the shops, 
•which requires no attendants. When 
1he tank is full, the pump is stopped 
by an ingenious piece of mechanism 
•which again starts it when it reaches 
a certain level, thus providing a uni- 
form supply automatically. 


Since early Friday morning the sig- 


nal department employes and the sec- 
tion men of the Pennsylvania in tho 
vicinity of Harnlet and Harraa have 
been engaged in righting grass fires.
